o'clock, most, eager to Bee her 
friends again. It helog a rule in 
the family to always have one mem 
her accompany her wherever she 
went, so that evening her son-in-law 

accompanied her. While waiting 

lo lake the Oar Which was hut a 
few steps away from her home, 
she suddenly gave a gasp, 
and She then said she was tired 
and would go hack home. Though 
surprised, hut nevertheless her son- 
in-law escorted her across the road. 
She did not seem to have the 
strength lo lift her foot over the 
Curbing, ho she sat on Ihe 00 rb to 
get, her breath back. It was then 
that Death's shadow was hOVOrlog 
OVer her, for she never spoke again. 
Tender hands carried her into her 

house and everything possible was 
done to resuscitate her, hut she 
had been called into the Great 
Unknown. What a dreadful shook 
it was to her two daughters, who 
but a few minutes ago had sped her 
on her way after a most affectionate 
good-bye, only to receive her hack 
dead. I'oor girls I The love and 
devotion they showed in every way 
for her, and the tender and solicitous

She was sixty-seven yean old, 
and la survived by two daughters. 
The services were held at the Ingle- 
wood Chapel. How wide her friend-

In such a long, va- 
ried and eventful career as hers, it 
stands out that she embodied all 
the best attributes of a wife, all the 
tnosl devoted and affectionate qua- 
lities of a mother, ami all the true 
and faithful trails of a friend. 

She was a great-great-granddaugh- 
ter ol Benjamin Franklin. Her 

grandfather Dr. Benjamin Basbe 

was the head of the llrst government 
laboratory at the Brooklyn Navy 
Yard. Ilis sense of honor IMS 
great that he would brook nn dis- 
honesty or graft in all his business 
dealingH, so tllUS incurred the 
Snmity of dishonest drug contrac- 
tors, who even went ho far as to make 
attempts upon his life. The present 
head of lbs same laboratory is her 
cousin, a Dr. Ed. Bogart. Her 
brother-in-law, Dr. Newton L

Mrs. Reaves lost her banting 
when vety young, through soar let 

fever, owing to the carelessness of 
her nurse. At flint she had private 

teachers, hut eventually si nler- 

ed ihc Fiftieth Street School, as a 
pay pupil. She was in one of the 
first elaase <>t Mr. Henry Denuie 
Reaves, who later on married hei. 
Almost at the same time his two 
chums, Messrs. Newell and Syle also 
married, and they ail rented a 
house and went into housekeeping 
together. The throe wives took 

tUIHS at keeping house, and < 

Thanksgiving Day Mr. Reaves 
volunteered to cook the dinner 
No sooner said than accepted, ho he 
wenl, hi it with a will. Took out 
all the sinews from the turkey's legs 
i cooked everything but the rlCS 
pudding, and the verdict of all who 



sat at this dinner, was that it was 
the most aristocratically cooked 
dinner, so it must had been a 
masterpiece. Bessie Reaves was 
the first and only baby born in this 
household, and Mrs. Syle taught 
her to sa> the first, word, " Mamma." 
Mr. Reaves taught at the Kan- 
wood School for 19 years, till he 

hail a most severe attack of bronchi- 
tis which threatened to develop Into 
consumption, and even at thai he 

was given only one year to live by 
his doctor. Bessie Heaves, I heir 
(laughter, was laid low by St. Vitus 
Dance and paralysis, and was also 
given a short time to live, so Mrs 
Reaves resolved to break up home 
and move to California, hoping that 
a warmer climate would build them 
up again. To Mrs Reaves, who was 
used to a life of luxury and [letting, 
it was the hardest thing possible, 
for what lay before her was hut a 
life of work and worry, bat she 

never faltered, but set forth with 
all I he courage and determination 
of a pioneer. They arrived at Los 
Angeles after a hard trip, and right 
away made ariangeinenls by tele 

graph to buy a fifteen-acre lemon 

ranch at Santa Barbara, about 60 
miles away. They first set up a 3 
room house on the ranch, and be- 
cause they could not get any Ser- 
vant for love or money, Mrs. Heaves 
had to do all the housework. Mr. 
Heaves and Bessie Continued to im- 
prove' in health, which must have 
had made Mrs. Reaves happy and 
thankful that she made all those 
sacrifices. Always brave and self 
saorillcing to the last, nevei exhibit- 
ing any grief lo her family for being 
oompelled to leave her home in 
New York Oily to begin life all 
over again in a strange place. 
After awhile they sold their ranch 
ami moved to Los Angeles, where 
(hey invested in considerable pro- 
perly. Mr. Heaves was considered 
to be an authority on the really 
valuation of property lu Los 

Angeles, and many B time has his 
opinion been asked on Certain real 
estate investments by the bii: 
moneyed men Of Los Angeles. Me 
also had the name of being the lies' 
sign t locutlooist in this country. 

t'ntil recently, Mrs. Reaves 
always enjoyed robust health Her 
death was caused by a clot of blood, 
Whloh had formed in the large 
blood-vessel that feeds the heart 
ami broke it. She died at the 
same spot where she was told of her 
husband's death. Her interest in 
church work was kept up with un 
abating diligence to the veiy last, 
and with hearts full of sincere 

thankfulness and gretliude for her 

life, wo sit Under the shadow which 
the temporary parting brings.

.lames I,. Tamer, a deaf man, 
won a contest foi twenty live acres 
of rich land northwest of Devore, in 
in San Bernardino County. He 
contested lbs homestead entry of 
Mrs. Schlentor, who had been in 
possession of the land almost two 
years. He made affidavit to the 
effect that she had wholly abandon- 
ed the land for more than six 
months ; that it was unimproved 
ami in a State of nature, except foi 
a wreck of a teni and a few trees 
placed thereon a year or more ago. 

She made homestead entry April 
L918. Mr. Tamer filed that af- 
fidavit of contest, March 8, 1915. 
The hearing, before John I) Hoohe, 
register, ami Alex Mitchell, receiver 
of the U.S. Land Office, was brief, 
ami they decided in favoi of Ml. 
Turner, on the ground that a home 
slead claimant must live on the 
land. In other words, residi 
cannot be acquired by just visiting 
a claim for the purpose of comply 
log with the letter of the law, no 
matter how honestly the claimant 

believes same to be in compliance 

with the law. Mis. Schlentcr kept 
a boarding house for teachers at 
San Bernardino, so could not live on 
her land. She had somehow got 
the Impression that she would be 
complying with the I iw by just 
making an occasional visit to hei 
land, as by not taking the care as 
to study up the law, she lost her 
land. Mr. Turner has good cause 
to be thankful, for lor the land in 
question is very rich. 

No more will Los Angolas be the 
merry ynleiide season for deaf and 
dumb fakers, for the police have 

just started a well Concentrated 

movement against them. It Is at 
this time that the fakers make their 



greatest harvest. The movemeut 
was started when Col. Emil Bloch, 
lieutenant of police, arrested a fakor 
and compelled him to talk after re- 
peated failures by others, to admit 
he was a fakei. He is now serving 
out a sentence of one hundred and 
eighty days in the City Jail. Mr 
Leon A. Fisk certainly gave great 
Impetus to this movement, by writ 
ing a letter of thanks to Col. Kuril 
Bloch. The letter was as follows :

In this way the in 
tercets and friendly relations exlsl 
ing between the school and her 
alumni are kept alive. The school 
and alumni form one great family. 
She is their Almi Mater, the real 
mother, so to speak, and the alum 
ni are her children The hopes, as 
pirations and good will eeisting be 
tweeu them aie mutual — the school 
rejoices in the success, achievements, 
and prosperity of her alumni, and

An aiumui association, if it would 
be true to itself, should be loyal lo 
the school which It represents.

It was written in Georgia, and 
printed in a paper published at the 
Georgia Institution for the Deaf. 

Tbe_man who wrote it gives evi- 
dence of great wisdom, and a com- 
mensurate ability to put that wisdom 
into simple yet forceful words and 
sentences. 

Any schoolboy can easily under- 
stand what tbe article is about. 

Any man or woman, whose school- 
days are over, will read it with 
appreciation and approval. 

Some of them may even look 
back regretfully upon their neglected 
opportunities while at school. But 
lost time can not be recalled. 

The boys and girls at school to- 
day can learn the lesson the sub- 
joined article teaches. They can 
make a future free from regrets of 
wasted time and lost opportunities. 
To day, for them, is the time, the 
advantage, the opportunity. They 
should fill their time.with Jthe thor- 
oughness that carries all they may 
attempt to a finish. Whatever they 
do — be it study, work, or play — 
should be done thoroughly. 

Any game they play, should enlist 
their liveliest and best energies ; any 
task they undertake, should be so 
performed that no slipshod results 
can be revealed when ended ; any 
school lessons they are told to study, 
should be so well learned that they 
can tell about them in their own 
manner of language, and- not merely 
in tbe language of the book. 

Of course, few boys and girls can 
do what Kipling suggests — "fill 
each unforgiving minute with sixty 
seconds worth of distance run" — but 
all of them can try, and their en- 
deavors will have the good effect of 
making them brighter, better, 
brainier, and happier boys and girls.

Helptr says : — 

Do Things to a Finish.

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The Treasurer's report as to mem- 
bership is a sad commentary upon the 
American deaf. It shows that 1558 
of them have mustered up sufficient 
energy to join tbe Association, and 
that out of the number 652 have per- 
mitted their memberships to lapse 
Of this number, 51 are in arrears for 
two years. They have been appeal- 
ed to by the Treasurer, by their 
State Organizers and by the Presi- 
dent in a personal letter, but it does 
not seem possible to move them. 
They may as well be dropped from 
the membership list. Of the 601 
who are in arrears since July ist, 
1 9 15, no especial effort has been 
made, as yet, to jog their memories, 
except only that the Treasurer has 
sent tbem due cards. It is quite a 
job to write to each of 601 persons 
for a remittance of 50 cents, and the 
list, now in my bands, shows that 
many of the the good, old, active 
members of the Association are in 
arrears. Note the number of de- 
linquents by States, and ask yourself 
if you are not one of them, and remit 
at once to the Treasurer and get 
your friends to do so too. In about 
two weeks from the time this list is 
published, we will ask the Treasurer 
for another list, and hope to see a 
general cleaning up. After that we 
will go after the chronic delinquents 
in every way we know how. We 
can not afford to have sucb a shame 
ful state of affairs exist. Quite a 
few of tbe delinquents are members 
of committees, trustees, State Organ- 
izers, wife of a member of the Exe- 
cutive Committee, a former Presi- 
dent and a former Secretary. This 
surely does not mean that 601 of the 
members do not care to retain their 
membership, but that they are just 
CARELESS. We appeal to them 
to get ACTION and remit, not for 
one year, but for two or three four, 
and be paid up in advance.

Mr. Meagher has called my at- 
tention to the articles on page four 
teen of (this) January Pictorial 
Review, The article seems to have 
attracted considerable attention in 
the deaf world. I mentioned it to 
President Howard and explained 
lhat 1 could not criticise it; but I 
am going lo explain a few things 
about his article which, it seems 
the deaf in general never realize.

Now, assuming 
that the population of the United 
States consisted of these students 
and the defectives -none other. 
These normals (as we term them ) 
would find it incumbent upon them 
selves lo provide for themselves 
and tbelt increase by marriage, 
and these defectives also, and taking 
birth rate as we understand it, the 
offspring of the greater number 
would soon lie such as to over- 
shadow t he offspring of the other, 
and in time we would have a conn 
try of imbeciles.

Hut disease is Ihe most 
baffling thing on earth — it is not 
undeistood, but since it is obvious

— Those who 
are in the poultry business have 
troubles with their kiddies in Ihe 
way of disease, just as others in 
business Roup is one id' them in 
poultry raising, aud sometimes de- 
pletes a flock, much to the disgust 
and loss of the owner. Super! n 
tendent Jones, who has been in the 
poultry business for several years, 
seems to have solved the method ol 
ridding the trouble that has been 
ridding him of his pel ktddli 
well decreasing the amount of their 
fiuit. This is the way, he has done 
it according to an editorial of the 
Ohio State Journal: — 

'* There is some prejudice exist 
ing against the use of serums in the 
treatment of disease That preju 
dice is no part of the opinion ol 
Superintendent Jones of the School 
for the Deaf and Dumb. He h is a 
tine flock of fowls, of aristocrat ic 
lineage, which he keeps for the 
pleasure of himself and the profit 
of the State. Some days ago these 
chickens were attacked with the 
roup, and forthwith he sou-lit a 
professional gentlemen who could 
vaccinate the chickens with the 
appiopriate serum. Thus 160 ol 
Hie fowls were Heated, and from 
the very stait not a now case ol 
roup appeared, and a 1 of the old 
ones weie promptly cuted. 

"Tins treatment is thoroughly 
scieiil'lic, recognizing as it do s tin 
genu theory of disease ; so lhat 
when a malady appears, the thine. 
to do is to ascertain the kind ol 
germ that causes it, and then in- 
troduce in the Idood a germ that 
hates it, and insists upon driving it 
out of the system. Il is a very 
plain proposition. Every disease 
lias its characteristic germ, and all 
that is necessuy is to set up a foe 
that will subdue it and drive i' off. 
That is the way Superintendent 
Jones had his chickens treated for 
roup, and what is more, the treat- 
ment did not harm them a bit. 
There meat was jtisi as palatable, 
and their eggs just as Certain."

A man who makes a will is called a tes- 
tator, and he is said to die testate. Some 
men prefer to let the statute dispose of their 
property, and make no wills. They are 
saia to die intestate. A man who direct* 
the settlement of the estate is called an ex- 
ecutor. A man who directs the settlement 
of the estate of an intestate is called an ad- 
ministrator. A legacy is a j<ift of personal 
property ; a devise is a gift of real estate. 
A lawyer will never use '" legacy "when be 
speaks of realty, neither will he use "de- 
vise" when speaking of personality. But 
the courts will look to the intention of the 
testator and will disregard the misuse of the 

The keynote of alt probate prorcdure is 
just such a simple thing as this: Upon the 
death of a man, whether he dies testate or 
intestate, unless tbere is a provision in bis 
will to the contrary, the personal estate 
vests in the executor or administrator at 
once, and the real estate vests in the de- 
visees in case of testancy, and in the hetrs- 
at-law in case of intestancy, at tbe instant 
;h death. The real estate is the heirs 
real estate; tbe personal estate belongs to 
the c I he rents

during the administration of the estate. 
The widow's award may not be less than 
$500, and may be more ; she can take 
part or all in goods at the appraised value, 
or part or all in cash. The widow's award 
is a debt, and must be paid, even if the real 
estate must be sold to satisfy it. But she can 
waive tbe award if she wishes. A penalty 
may be exacted from the executor should 
he neglect or refuse to set aside the award 
within thirty days after demand. 

It is next necessary for the executor to 
select some term of court within six months 
from the date of his letters, to be known 
as adjudication term; and he must adver- 
tise for claims. 

The Court then enters an order of adju- 
<ion, .which means, that due publi- 
cation has been made and that all claim- 
ants are supposed to have their claims 
on file at that term. 

It may be that the personal estate is 
not sufficient to pay the debts allowed. 
In that event the executor files a petition 
for the sale of the real estate to pay debts. 

The executor is "petitioner." The 
defendants are the heirs and devisees. 
Holders of dower, homestead, and other 
life estates, should be joined. A mortgagee 
is a proper and necessary defendant. 
Every one in interest must be made a party 
to the proceeding, and then the title will 
be good in the purchaser. 

The heirs, when they come in, may an- 
swer and say that in the account heretofore 
filed in the estate that there is a claim of 
I3000, in favor of " one John Anderson," 
and " this defendant further answering 
says that the claim of John Anderson is 
not a valid and just claim and tbere is a 
I and perfect defence thereto, and he 
therefore prays that upon the hearing of 
this proceeding said John Anderson may 
be required to prove his claim against the 
estate. " And the claim must be tried by 
the executor, bringing John Anderson and 
his witnesses into court for examination. 
If the Executor is unable to prove the 
claim, then there will be no deficit, and the 
Court will dimiss the proceeding, because 
tbere is no reason for selling the real 
estate. If he succeeds in proving the 
claim, then it is sufficient reason for sell- 
ing the real estate. 

The Mortgagee, on coming in, would 
answer and say that be has a mortgage 
which is a first lien on the property, and 
he prays that out of the proceeds of the 
sale the Court may direct the payment of 
his mortgage first. The decree, if one is 
entered, will provide for a satisfaction of 
the mortgage before the application of the 
money to debts. 

The widow, in her answer, says that she 
is willing that her dower and homestead 
may be sold with the rest, and that out of 
the proceeds she may be paid the value of 
her homestead and dower in money. If 
the widow does not agree to this pro- 
cedure, and insists upon dower and home- 
stead, the Court will then appoint three 
Commissioners whose duty it will be to go 
uj>on the premises and set off homestead 
measure the dower by metes and 
■ Is, if that can be done. 

The law requires the filing of a final 
account by the executor at the expiration 
of the year of administrati.... He must 
give such notice of final settlement to the 
heirs as the Court may prescribe. At the 
time mentioned in these notices the parties 
come into Court if they desire, and on the 
rationed the final account of the 
file.
